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News & Updates
The lllinois Department of Public Health recently issued Influenza Testing and Reporting Guidance' which
outlines influenza testing recommendations and reporting requirements.

How much influenza-like iliness is occurring?
Several outpatient clinics throughout Chicago
participate in CDC’s Influenza-like lliness
Surveillance Network (ILINet) by reporting on a
weekly basis the total number of outpatient clinic
visits, and of those visits, the number with
influenza-like iliness (ILI). For the week of October
4-10, 2020, 41 of the 5,980 (<1%) reported
outpatient clinic visits were due to influenza-like
illness (Figure 3).

In addition to ILINet, ESSENCE is an electronic
syndromic surveillance system that utilizes the
chief complaints of patients visiting emergency
departments to monitor for influenza-like illness.
Currently, ESSENCE captures nearly every
emergency department visit in the city on a daily
basis. For the week of October 4-10, 2020, 258 of
the 18,415 (1.4%) total emergency department
visits were due to influenza-like iliness (Figure 4).
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Figure 5 represents the percentage of emergency
department visits due to influenza-like illness
aggregated by patient zip code. For the week of
October 4-10, 2020, 5 of 59 (8.5%) zip codes had
ILI activity levels that were moderate to high.
